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A SNAPSHOT OF TOWN’S PAST GOES ON DISPLAY AT GALLERY 


A STUNNING collection of paintings and 
photographs showing the evolution of Wal¬ 
sall over the last 125 years has gone on dis¬ 
play at the town centre’s New Art Gallery. 

The Scenes of Walsall exhibition opened 
at the weekend, with pieces ranging from a 
lithograph of the town’s High Street in 1845 
to contemporary photography on display. 

The gallery also wants the public to con¬ 
tribute to the collection at the gallery, which 
was recently saved from the axe by Walsall 
Council under budget plan changes. 

New Art Gallery spokesman Chris 
Wilkinson said: “Many scenes of Walsall 
have been collected since the establishment 
Walking The Fair, 1996, by Anthony J Sawbridge, is 0 f Walsall’s public art collection in 1892. 

among the images on show in Scenes of Walsall “ In this exhibition, to help celebrate the 



Permanent Collection’s 125th birthday, a 
range of these are on display, from a litho¬ 
graph of Walsall High Street in 1845 to con¬ 
temporary photography. 

“We would love local families to partic¬ 
ipate by adding their memories of these 
places to the display and by creating their 
own Scenes of Walsall to be added to a vir¬ 
tual online exhibition. 

“We have worked closely with local Com¬ 
munity Interest Company Mindful Gifts, 
based in Darlaston, on creating an immer¬ 
sive and interactive space, with objects cho¬ 
sen to bring the works of art to life. 

“The New Art Gallery Walsall is proud to 
be a Dementia Friendly space, and we espe¬ 
cially welcome those with memory loss and 


their carers to this exhibition and its related 
events programme.” 

The exhibition was opened by Kath Phil¬ 
lips, the Mayor of Walsall, with a vintage tea 
party, music and games providing extra en¬ 
tertainment. It will be open until July. 

Last month the gallery welcomed the lat¬ 
est exhibition by famous Walsall born artist 
Idris Khan. A World Within put together a 
collection of his work over the last 12 years 
drawing on classical music, the history of 
art, literature, philosophy and also religion. 

The future of the New Art Gallery is to 
be saved by the private sector, with Walsall 
Council looking at selling naming rights and 
advertising space - although the name of 
the gallery is to remain the same. 


200,000 visits and £640k boost in just six months 


HEALTHY CASH 
AID AT CEHTRES 


TWO new fitness centres built in Walsall have raked in 
more than £640,000 and been visited more than 200,000 
times in just six months, figures have revealed. 

Bloxwich and Oak Park Living Centres were opened on August 9, 
2016, in a multi-million pound project to increase exercise in the bor¬ 
ough, which is blighted by obesity and health issues. A review into the 
first six months of the two centres reveals that Bloxwich Leisure Centre 
has brought in £246,552 over this period, while Oak Park Leisure Cen¬ 
tre has brought in £393,687.

Park have totalled 134,973, compared with 
106,515 in Bloxwich. 

Council bosses have said the figures in¬ 
dicate a ‘strong start’ for the two centres. 

But they added that this success at the 
centres had not affected figures for Dar¬ 
laston Swimming Pool and Walsall Gala 
Baths, which was a concern prior to their 
opening. 

The new multi-million pound centres 
each include a 25-metre swimming pool, 
teaching pool, six court sports hall, dance 
studio cafe and state-of-the-art station fit¬ 
ness suites in time for their opening to the 
public. 

Welcomed 

The visitor numbers have been wel¬ 
comed by Bloxwich West ward councillor 
Bradley Allen. 

Councillor Allen is Walsall’s young- 
est-ever councillor, having been voted in 
last year, aged 19. 

He said: “I think the visitors numbers 
are fantastic. I think it is great for people 
to have such a state-of-the-art facility in 
Bloxwich. 

“We all know the facilities were not 


there previously, and something like this 
was much needed. I’m overwhelmed by the 
numbers, though.” 

He added: “Having such a facility on your 
doorstep has made it even easier for people 
to get involved in fitness as we tackle obesity 
in the borough.” 

Wellbeing 

The centres were funded through the 
council’s £24.3 million Active Living Cen¬ 
tres initiative. 

The project received a £2m grant from 
Sport England’s facilities award scheme to 
support Walsall Council’s aspiration to im¬ 
prove Walsall residents’ overall health and 
well-being. 

Last year it was revealed that more than 
two in three people in Walsall are obese or 
overweight. 

A total of 68.9 per cent of the borough’s 
population carry excess weight according to 
Public Heath England. 

The figures also revealed that 30 per cent 
of adult and 24 per cent of children in the 
borough are obese.

Roses to ring in 
safety reminder 

WALSALL Council has launched a cam¬ 
paign to remind young drivers of the poten¬ 
tially fatal consequences of poor driving. 

‘For My Girlfriend’ is a Black Country 
campaign which aims to bring home the 
terrible consequences for drivers and pas¬ 
sengers when things go wrong. 

It was launched in Walsall on Valentine’s 
Day with 179 red roses put on display at 
colleges in the borough to represent each 
person, aged between 17 and 24, who has 
been killed or seriously injured on roads in 
the West Midlands in the last 12 months. 

A spokesman for the council added: 
“We hope the visual impact of the display 
of roses captured the attention of students 
and encouraged discussion.” 

FUNDRAISING 

Lifesaving machine 
is installed at pub 

A LIFESAVING defibrillator has been 
installed at an Aldridge pub after suc¬ 
cessful fundraising by a local club. 

Aldridge Lions raised the cash for 
the device at The Crown. The £1,650 
machine gives a high-energy electric 
shock to the heart through the chest 
wall to someone in cardiac arrest. 

Mike Barker, aged 75, has been 
membership chairman of Aldridge 
Lions for 28 years and was a charter 
member. He said: “It’s so important as 
it’s a potential lifesaver.” 

HOSPITAL 

Work to start on 
£10m care unit 

WORK on a £10.6 million care unit at Wal¬ 
sall Manor Hospital will start in May. 

Funding has now been released so that 
the Integrated Critical Care Unit can be 
built at the hospital, with bosses hoping 
that its introduction can help attract and 
retrain specialist staff, as well as pushing 
it out of special measures. 

The new unit will bring together the In¬ 
tensive Therapy Unit (ITU) and the High 
Dependency Unit (HDU) within the former 
West Wing main entrance. 

It will create an 18-bed unit, which is an 
increase of five beds, and completion is 
scheduled for winter 2018.

of teenage attack victim Emily 


A ‘CONFIDENT and bubbly’ teenag¬ 
er has been left too upset to leave the 
house after being beaten up and robbed 
in Darlaston. 

Sixteen-year-old Emily O’Reilly, from 
Walsall, was walking to a friend’s house 
when she was attacked from behind and 
knocked to the floor. 

Emily’s mother Tanya O’Reilly told 
how her daughter, who has Asperger’s, 
had her mobile phone, a Pandora brace¬ 
let and a ring stolen in the attack. 

She said: “She was out with friends 
as teenagers do and walking along to 


one of her friend’s houses. As she was 
walking someone came up behind her 
and grabbed her by her hair and started 
hitting her. 

“At some point during it, Emily went 
down to the floor. She was robbed as 
well, they took her mobile phone which 
was tucked into her trousers.” 

The 36-year-old mother said: “How 
can a human being do this to another 
human being? I can’t believe the level 
of violence. Before the attack she was 
really confident and bubbly and now she 
won’t even want to go out the house. 


“Her face is still severely bruised, 
her right side of her lip is slightly down 
and her eye is packed with blood. She’s 
a bright student and is studying health 
and social care at Walsall College. 
They’ve given her some time off col¬ 
lege due to the trauma that she’s been 
through.” 

A 16-year-old girl has been charged 
with robbery and two counts of criminal 
damage and appeared at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Youth Court last week. The case was 
adjourned and she was granted bail to 
reappear at the same court on March 31. 


Woman, 84, left injured 
in robbery for just £40 


A CONMAN posing as a work¬ 
man left a vulnerable Walsall 
pensioner injured on the floor as 
he rooted through her bedroom - 
for just £40. 

Career thief Stuart Harrison had 
demanded cash from the 84-year-old 
saying he had cleaned her gutters. 

When he called at her house in, where 
she lived alone, he pushed past the frail vic¬ 
tim causing her to fall while he searched for 
money to feed his heroin habit. 

The elderly lady was left blaming herself 
for being fooled by Harrison, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

Harrison, aged 35, of West Bromwich, 
first called at her home three days earlier 
when he demanded the cash for the gutter¬ 
ing work. The woman decided to pay him 
and as she went to get money, fell. 

Judge Simon Ward said he took advan¬ 
tage of her frailty and knew he would not 
face much resistance when he returned to 
her house on December 15. 

Harrison again said he needed paying for 
work he had done and when she left him on 
the doorstep to get money pushed past her 
and headed upstairs. He took £40 from her 
bag before fleeing. 

In a statement the woman, who suffered 
an injury to her backside, said she was now 
nervous to answer her door. 

Mr Howard Searles, prosecuting, said: 
“When it happened she was upset and cry¬ 
ing. She said she was nervous to answer 
her door to strangers and blames herself 
for leaving her door open in the first place. 

“She sums up what happened by saying 
things like this change you forever.” 

Harrison, of Beaconview Road, was jailed 
for five years and four months after admit¬ 
ting robbery. 

Judge Ward told him: “For most of your 
adult life you have been stealing things 
from people and spending money on drugs. 

“You cleaned out the gutters on her 
house. She hadn’t asked you to do that but 
when you asked her to pay she obliged and 
did so. “You pushed her over, went upstairs 
and stole money from her.” 

Appearing in court via videolink, Harri¬ 
son read out a letter addressed to his vic¬ 
tim. He said: “I am utterly ashamed and 
truly sorry for the crime I have committed. 
I know I have caused you pain and heart¬ 
ache but am truly sorry.”

Rod in the 
drain leads 
to blockage 
of system 

SEVERN Trent Water discovered the 
cause of a blocked sewer in Bloxwich - a 
fishing rod. 

The company was called by homeown¬ 
ers keen to the get to the bottom of the 
cause of the overflowing drains. 

Severn Trent officials said that in the 
last year it had been called out to nearly 
50,000 blockages in the region, of which 
around three quarters were caused by 
people misusing the sewer system. 

The problem is unnecessarily costing 
Severn Trent millions of pounds per 
year clearing sanitary products such as 
nappies, wipes - and in this case fishing 
rods from its network. 

Caitlin Mayes, senior network techni¬ 
cian for Severn Trent, said: “I know that 
‘rodding drains’ is a common thing, but 
we wouldn’t advise this. Someone has 
clearly tried to clear a blockage, proba¬ 
bly caused by fat and grease. But they 
decided to use a fishing rod, which then 
got stuck. The sewers got completely 
blocked and overflowed into the local 
area. 

“This is just one example of amazing 
things we find blocking the sewers. 

“Having sewage flooding around your 
home due to sewers being blocked is one 
of the most horrible things that can hap¬ 
pen, and it’s entirely preventable. 

“These blockages, if not identified 
and cleared can lead to sewers backing 
up and overflowing into people’s homes 
and gardens. 

“We are spending millions of pounds 
every year sending teams into sewers to 
dig out these blockages.” 

Home fire cause 
remains mystery 

TEN firefighters tackled a blaze at a 
house in Walsall. 

Two crews from Bloxwich and 
Aldridge were sent to the terraced house 
on the Coalpool estate last Friday (Feb¬ 
ruary 17). 

West Midlands Fire Service said the 
incident was reported at 8.50am and 
both crews had left the scene about and 
hour and a later. 

The cause of the blaze, which started 
in the kitchen, is not yet known. 

A fire service spokesman said: “We 
received a 999 call at 8.50am reporting 
a house fire and sent two fire engines. 

“Firefighters wore breathing appara¬ 
tus and a hose real jet to extinguish the 
blaze. 

“The last fire crew left the scene at 
around 10.25am.”

Shop closed 
indefinitely 
over rodent 
infestation 

A SUPERMARKET which was shut 
down after health chiefs uncovered 
a rodent infestation poses an ‘immi¬ 
nent risk to public health’ and will 
stay closed indefinitely, a court has 
ruled. 

FB Supermarket in Milton Street, 
Palfrey, was closed by environmental 
health officers last Tuesday after an 
inspection revealed a mouse and rat 
infestation. 

An emergency prohibition order to 
close the shop until conditions are ac¬ 
ceptable for reopening was passed by 
magistrates on Thursday. 

It has a shop area and a raw meat 
counter. Walsall Council environmen¬ 
tal health officer Anthony Stewart 
said a search had found rodent drop¬ 
pings in the shop. 

Magistrates agreed to close the 
premises indefinitely at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Magistrates’ Court on Thursday. 

A resident living near the shop said 
he believed there were issues with a 
number of shops in the Palfrey area 
and praised the council for looking out 
for the safety of the community. 

Mr Mukesh Patel, who lives on the 
same street as the shop, said: “In my 
opinion, there are a lot of shops in our 
area which fall below the standard we 
expect. 

“There is a lot of litter left in the 
streets from shops and I think it 
should be looked into more. 

“I think that the council have done 
the right thing if they believe there 
are any concerns about the shop, it 
should be looked into in the interests 
of community safety.”

Row brews over noise from PA system 


A COUNCILLOR has been accused of 
creating a storm in a tea cup over a 
‘too loud’ PA system at a petrol sta¬ 
tion. 

The Texaco/Nisa Local on Lichfield 
Road, New Invention, installed the 
system to speak directly to customers, 
giving instructions and addressing 
those who look like they may be trying 
to leave without paying. 

But Councillor Ian Shires ques¬ 
tioned the volume of the system, say¬ 
ing it left the area sounding more like 
a ‘factory estate’ than a residential 
area. 

In reply, petrol station owner 


Shailesh Parekh said: “It is yet again 
a storm brewed up in a teacup by Ian 
Shires. Over the past few months 
many of my fellow service station op¬ 
erators have got exasperated by the 
relentless theft of fuel. 

“So it was decided that we ask peo¬ 
ple who we couldn’t identify or know 
to pay first. The only way to commu¬ 
nicate this is via the tannoy. 

“It never crossed my mind that it 
would become an issue. Ian Shires 
made it his business to go and com¬ 
plain to every agency he could think 
of for the scourge of our PA system. 

“We were visited by a lady from 


pollution and environmental control 
who concluded that our tannoy was 
not as loud as was made out. He also 
complained to the police who very 
dutifully turned up to interrogate us 
about this PA system, the same police 
force that no longer treats the theft of 
fuel as a crime. 

“The problem of course is that the 
home office has downgraded the seri¬ 
ousness of this crime but it neverthe¬ 
less added further to my indignation. 

“I have turned a derelict piece of 
land into a thriving successful busi¬ 
ness that employs 12 local people and 
provides business facilities to a dozen 


more. As I see it I have made a posi¬ 
tive difference to the residents of New 
Invention.” 

Following a number of problems re¬ 
ported to him by residents, Councillor 
Shires organised for Walsall Council’s 
environmental enforcement team to 
visit the site. 

The 24-hour garage only uses its PA 
system to speak to customers from in¬ 
side the shop. One example is if some¬ 
one is filling up a jerry can but the 
cashier cannot see it. 

Councillor Ian Shires said: “People 
don’t complain for the sake of it. All 
residents want is their peace back.” 


Derelict pub must be 
demolished, court rules 


THE owner of a derelict pub in Dar- 
laston which has been a magnet for 
vandals must demolish it by early 
next month, a court has ruled. 

A senior firefighter had warned that 
there were so many calls to put out fires 
at The Boat pub, in Bentley Road South, 
that lives were being put at risk. 

Owner Chinder Pal Singh, of Little Aston 
Park Road, Little Aston appeared at Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates’ Court on Thursday to 
appeal a legal notice served to him by Walsall 
Council last year to clear the pub site. 

But magistrates dismissed his appeal be¬ 
cause Mr Singh had made his application a day 
too late last December. 

Councillors and residents as well as the fire 
service have all called for the site to be bull¬ 
dozed because of the problems there. The for¬ 
mer award-winning pub closed in 2006. 

Walsall Council wrote to Mr Singh last No¬ 
vember 7 telling him he had a month - until 
December 8 - to write back to appeal the legal 
notice. He wrote back on December 9. 

Darlaston South councillor Paul Bott said he 
was relieved action had been ordered. 

He said: “It’s a blight on the area. If they’re 
going to move forward on that bit, it needs to 
go. The whole area needs regenerating and 
that’s starting to happen with the Darlaston 
regeneration.” 

Walsall council’s deputy leader and port¬ 
folio holder for regeneration, Councillor Lee 
Jeavons, said of the latest court action: “The 
owner has until March 9 to comply with the 
requirements of the Section 215 notice. The 
notice requires the demolition of the building 
and clearance of the site. 

“The council will review the condition of the 
site after March 9.” 

Mr Singh claimed in court the council ‘had a 
vendetta’ against him and that in his 43 years 
of being a businessman in the town, he had 
never been subject to any order before. 

“I run my business clearly, I run it ration¬ 
ally. In my 40-year history I have never been 
to court,” he said. 

“I don’t want to cause any damage to Wal¬ 
sall. I have requested a meeting with the chief 
executive because there is certain evidence that 
I have never had.” 

Watch commander Andy Minor previously 
stated: “While we are dealing with incidents at 
the site we can’t respond to other call-outs. It 
is putting lives in danger.”

Midlanders in the 
dark over credit 

MORE than half of people living in 
the Midlands think that living with 
someone with bad debts will affect 
their own credit score. 

Credit information provider Equi¬ 
fax’s research has revealed common 
consumer misconceptions about credit 
information. 

Nationally 52 per cent of respond¬ 
ents to the survey amongst consum¬ 
ers who have accessed their Equifax 
Credit Report believed their credit 
score would be affected if they live 
with someone who has debts. 

In the Midlands it was 57 per cent. 

Thefts warning 
with festivals 

POLICE have issued a warning for 
Hindus to keep their gold secure over 
two upcoming festivals. 

Two festivals - Maha Shivaratri, to¬ 
morrow, Friday and Holi on March 12 
- traditionally see Indian Hindus wear 
lots of gold to celebrate them with. 

In previous years this has led to an 
increase in burglaries as valuables 
like gold are then left unsecured or 
on display. Police said people should 
keep their valuables in a home safe, to 
photograph them to assist in identifi¬ 
cation operations and ensuring valua¬ 
bles are not left in plain view. 

Crews' cannabis 
callouts total 60 

FIREFIGHTERS in the West Mid¬ 
lands were called to 60 blazes involv¬ 
ing cannabis last year, including cases 
where a fire had been started to cover 
the smell of the drug and various ‘fac¬ 
tories’ where it was being grown. 

The figures come just days after a 
major house blaze at a cannabis fac¬ 
tory in Wolverhampton and in 2016, 
there were similar fires all over the 
region. Fires involving cannabis facto¬ 
ries can spread quickly due to unsafe 
nature of the operations put together. 

Talks over free toll 
during emergencies 

THE West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority has confirmed it is in talks 
with the Government to give the re¬ 
gion powers over the M6 Toll. 

Bosses want control over removing 
the toll when major accidents occur 
on other major local routes. Currently 
the route’s operators have the powers 
to lift the toll in times of emergency. 

WMCA’s transport chief Councillor 
Roger Lawrence said: “We want to be 
able to push the button to switch to 
free mode in the event of problems.”

Rise of £l2k in house prices 


HOUSE prices in the West Midlands 
ended last year around £12,000 high¬ 
er on average than when the year 
started, according to an official re¬ 
port. 

The typical property value across 
the region was £181,000, said the re¬ 
port, produced jointly by the Office for 
National Statistics (ONS) with other 
bodies. Across the wider UK house 
price growth was strongest in Eng¬ 


land, where prices increased by 7.7 
per cent over the year to December, 
taking the average price to £236,000. 

Wales saw house prices increase by 
4.7 per cent over the year to stand at 
£148,000. In Scotland, the average 
price increased by 3.5 per cent to 
£142,000, while in Northern Ireland 
the average price was £125,000, an 
increase of 5.7 per cent. 

House prices across the UK as a 


whole increased by 7.2 per cent in the 
year to December, accelerating from a 
6.1 per cent rise recorded in the year 
to November 

In Wolverhampton prices rose 7.4 
per cent to £135,018 on average, while 
in Walsall they were up 8.2 per cent to 
£149,268. In Dudley a 5.1 per cent rise 
over the year took prices to £155,824 
while in Sandwell they were up just 
4.3 per cent to £130,004.

In Staffordshire house prices were 
up 5.7 per cent on to an average of 
£177,268, while in Stafford they were 
up four per cent to £191,447. In Can¬ 
nock Chase prices rose 5.7 per cent to 
£150,805. 

Richard Snook, a senior economist 
at PwC, said: “The good news for pro¬ 
spective future buyers is that we do 
expect a gradual slowdown in house 
price inflation in 2017.” 


A third shooting sparks 
terror in neighbourhood

A BULLET-ridden house is 
the chilling evidence of the 
third shooting to hit Palfrey 
in just four months leaving 
some neighbours frightened 
to walk the streets. 

The targeted house in Alexan¬ 
dra Road has been left with shat¬ 
tered windows after being shot at 
in what police say was a deliberate 
attack. 

No-one was hurt in the latest shoot¬ 
ing on Sunday February 12 at 6.20pm, 
which happened just metres from 
where a man was shot in Farmstead 
Close on Christmas Day. 

He suffered serious injuries and re¬ 
mains in hospital. 

That happened just over a month 
after a man travelling on a bus was 
shot as he chatted on his mobile phone, 
in Weston Street, on November 22. He 
suffered serious head injuries. 

Now residents in the area have in¬ 
sisted on a clampdown to the violence 
after the attack. 

Beautiful 

One said: “You’re frightened to 
come out of the house.” Another, who 
did not want to be named for fear of 
repurcussions, said: “This used to be 
such a beautiful area around here. 
There was none of this.” 

Another resident said they were get¬ 
ting ready to watch television on Sun¬ 
day when they heard gunfire. 

They said: “I was really on edge. I 
don’t like the curtains pulled but they 
were pulled on Sunday. I’m frightened 
to go out. Someone across the road has 
got children - he’s moving. 

“He’s got children to bring up and 
he said: ‘I can’t do that here. I can’t 
let them out of the gate in case, when 
they’re walking back up from the 
school, they get hurt.’ What a shame. 
What a shame, in this day and age.” 

DS Paul Cook from West Midlands 
Police said: “We believe this was a 
targeted attack. No arrests have been 
made. We would like anyone with 
information to come forward and re¬ 
port it via our 101 number quoting 
crime number 20WS/31118A/17 or call 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.

A BABY girl was thrown out of her buggy as it was hit 
by a car in Darlaston leaving her with serious injuries. 

The four-month-old was in a pushchair that was 
hit outside Darlaston Health Centre last Thursday at 
10am. She was treated for injuries to her face, shoul¬ 
der and arm before being taken to Walsall Manor with 
her mother travelling with her. It happened around the 
crossing on Pinfold Street. 

The road was closed for several hours. Ambulance 
service spokesman Murray MacGregor said: “The four 
month old girl came out of the pushchair as a result of 
the collision. She had suffered injuries to both arms and 
her head. After treatment at the scene, she was taken to 
Walsall Manor Hospital for further assessment.” 


John Cownley, owner of Cownleys W E barber shop on 
Pinfold Street, said: “I heard the buggy had taken the 
most impact. There was one ambulance and five cop cars 
at the scene. I believe the crash took place more or less 
on the zebra crossing, which has had accidents before.” 

Just hours after the incident, a parent launched a 
petition for a safer crossing on the road. By 5pm, the 
petition on change.org already had more than 100 sup¬ 
porters. The parent, who wrote under the username 
Louise R, said: “Something needs to be done to prevent 
this from happening again.” 

A Walsall Council spokesman said: “When the out¬ 
comes of the police investigation are available, our high¬ 
way engineers will consider any appropriate actions.” 


Specialist 
service faces 
axe due to 
its small size 

A SERVICE helping Walsall patients 
with muscle and bone pain is set to 
be axed because it is ‘unsustainable’. 

The Rheumatology service, run by 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, has 
been told it may have to close due to 
its small size, with plans being drawn 
up to have a joint service across the 
Black Country. 

Health bosses, who have compiled 
the Black Country’s Strategic Trans¬ 
formation Plan, have warned the size 
of the service, which is made up of two 
consultants and clinical nurse special¬ 
ists, means it is difficult to recruit and 
keep consultant rheumatologists. 

The plan has made provisions to re¬ 
cruit three consultants to start later 
in the year, reducing agency staff 
spend, however it has reiterated that 
the service is ‘unsustainable’. 

The service in Walsall is offered 
Monday to Friday at the Manor Hos¬ 
pital and the Outpatient and Day 
Case Centre. 

Councillor Ian Robertson, Walsall 
council’s health boss, said he thought 
the change to a Black County-led ser¬ 
vice ‘makes sense’. He added: “I think 
when you have a specialist service it is 
easier to recruit if you can tell them 
you will be looking after a series of 
hospitals rather than just one” 

The current service in Walsall of¬ 
fers a range of specialist clinics, in¬ 
cluding early arthritis, and a range of 
treatments, including infusions and 
various injections. 

Among the conditions that Wal¬ 
sall’s Rheumatology team help to 
treat is arthritis and back pain. 

Unemployment is 
on rise in borough 

THERE has been an increase in the 
number of people out of work across 
Walsall. It followed a rise in the num¬ 
ber of people unemployed in the West 
Midlands in the three months to De¬ 
cember of 17,000 to 168,000. 

Nationally, a record number are in 
work after another fall in unemploy¬ 
ment. More than 31.8 million adults 
are in a job - 300,000 more than a year 
ago - after a quarterly rise of 37,000, 
while unemployment fell 7,000 to 
under 1.6 million. Wolverhampton 
saw the biggest rise in claimants of 
135 to 6,565, while Walsall had a rise 
of 10 to 4,830 - 2.9 per cent. 

Councillor Mike Bird said: “I hope 
these figures will be turned around in 
the coming months thanks to the on¬ 
going investment from Walsall Coun¬ 
cil and the people of Walsall.”

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Mother and 
son arrested 
in claims of 
faking death 

A MOTHER and her teenage son 
from Walsall have been arrested after 
she allegedly faked her death in a car 
crash in Zanzibar in a bid to collect a 
£140,000 pay out. 

The 19-year-old is alleged to have 
presented fake documents claiming 
his mother had been killed on the is¬ 
land, off the East African coast. 

However, after their insurance firm 
- which has not been named - grew 
suspicious of the submitted docu¬ 
ments, they reportedly refused to pay 
out and contacted police. 

Police confirmed the son has now 
been arrested, while his 45-year-old 
mother, who is said to have been liv¬ 
ing in Canada, was asked to return to 
the UK. She was detained at Perry 
Barr Police Station on her return. 

A 24-year-old has also been inter¬ 
viewed under caution in connection 
with the alleged plot. The mother and 
son have been bailed until April. 

The paradise island, which is off the 
coast of Tanzania, is more than 7,000 
miles from the Black Country town. 

City of London Police said the case 
involved an allegedly faked death 
certificate and road traffic accident 
reports to claim on the mother’s life 
insurance in May last year. 

The force’s Insurance Fraud En¬ 
forcement Department (IFED) 
launched an investigation late last 
year after being tipped by insurers. 

The IFED is a specialist police unit 
dedicated to tackling insurance fraud. 
It is funded by members of the Asso¬ 
ciation of British Insurers and Lloyd’s 
of London.

Over-limit woman did tour of car park 


A DRIVER found slumped in her vehicle outside a 
supermarket car park drove round and round the 
car park with her lights off trying to find the way 
out, after she was roused by the store manager. 

Danielle Georgina Harvey-Newns, 29, of Bentley 
Lane, Walsall, was almost three times over the legal 
drink drive limit when she was found in her car on 
the Morrisons car park in Welshpool. 

Last Tuesday at Welshpool magistrates court she 
admitted driving when the alcohol level in her body 
was over the legal limit. She also admitted driving 
without an MOT certificate and otherwise than in 
accordance with her licence. 

Magistrates, who heard she had been a provi¬ 
sional driver, banned her from driving for two years 


and gave her a 12 month community order with 60 
hours unpaid work. She was also ordered to pay a 
total of £170 in costs and victim surcharge. 

Mrs Helen Tench, prosecuting said the manager 
of the store found Harvey-Newns slumped in the 
seat of a Fiat Punto at about 10pm on January 28 
this year. 

He tried to rouse her and called for an ambulance. 
When Harvey-Newns came round she started to 
drive the car round the supermarket car park with 
her lights off hitting a bollard. She attempted to 
drive out of the entrance but her path was blocked 
by the ambulance that had arrived to help her. 

A breath test revealed she had 95 microgrammes 
of alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath. The legal limit 


is 35. Mr Owain Jones for Harvey-Newns, said her 
client was a vulnerable adult who had post trau¬ 
matic stress and a borderline personality disorder. 

“She also has a disassociation problem which 
means she can black out and forget what she has 
done. That day she had forgotten to take her medi¬ 
cation,” he said. 

The court was told that Harvey-Newns had de¬ 
cided to drive back from mid Wales to Walsall after 
hearing her sister had given birth. “She clipped the 
kerb in Welshpool and to calm herself down, went 
to a pub to have one drink. After that she can’t re¬ 
member anything else,” Mr Jones said. “She accepts 
her actions were irresponsible and dangerous and is 
sorry for the inconvenience caused.” 


Black bags are left after 
bigger bin plea snubbed 



A DISABLED man claims his council’s 
refusal to give him a bigger bin has 
left him with rotting rubbish beside his 
home. 

Stephen Long and his partner Jane Tay¬ 
lor moved into their home in Paul’s Coppice 
in Walsall Wood six months ago, but the pair 
have struggled to throw all their rubbish away 
in a smaller bin which came with the property. 

Both are disabled - with Mr Long using walking 
sticks to get around and Miss Taylor relying on a 
wheelchair. 

And now black bin bags have begun to pile up 
after Walsall Council binmen started to refuse to 
take away the extra rubbish they couldn’t fit in their 
bin, as Mr Long said he had done in the weeks after 
they moved in. 

Mr Long said: “The binman said ‘we’re not al¬ 
lowed to do it anymore because we are not allowed to 
take excess rubbish.’“We phoned and asked whether 
the council could help us, but they said ‘there’s noth¬ 
ing else we can do.’ 

“I’m not a single person - I’m living with my part¬ 
ner. 

Summer 

“We have got grandchildren who come round at 
weekends so there is excess rubbish. And the council 
is saying they won’t give us a bigger bin. There is 
going to be a nice odour come the summer. 

“We cannot afford to pay for a person to take it 
away for £20, £30, £40.1 think it should be the coun¬ 
cil’s job to move it. What are we paying council tax 
for? 

“If they gave us a bigger bin it would be normal, 
we would be back to normal.” 

Walsall Council refused more than 2,500 peo¬ 
ple’s calls for a larger bin ahead of waste collection 
changes introduced last year. It switched to alter¬ 
nate weekly collections to save around £1 million a 
year. 

Between May and October, 20,916 people applied 
for a bin bigger than the standard 140 litre one to be 
used for rubbish, but out of those 2,508 were turned 
down. 

Councillor Chris Jones, portfolio holder for Clean 
and Green, said: “I’m sorry to hear that this couple 
are having difficulties - I do wish that they’d ap¬ 
proached us for advice. If their health conditions are 
such that their existing bin provision is inadequate, 
this is something that we can look into.” 

The council undertook an advertising campaign 
in the weeks and months leading up to the changes 
last October warning people that their rubbish col¬ 
lections would be less frequent. 


It said the decision to decrease the number of 
collections was determined by the need to save £85 
million over four years. 

Walsall residents were asked how to make the 
savings between October and December 2014. By 
February 2015 the authority had approved empty¬ 
ing bins fortnightly rather than weekly. 

In another consultation, which ran between Au¬ 


gust and September 2015, the council was told peo¬ 
ple wanted to keep bins as they were. 

Grey bins are still used for general waste, green 
bins for recycling and, between April and October, 
brown bins are used for garden waste.

I have 
been spellbound by the beautiful ele¬ 
gance of the ballerinas, the strength of 
the male dancers and enchanted by the 
sumptuous, dream-like quality of the 
grand ballets. I have thrilled to the vigour 
and glamour of Matthew Bourne’s pro¬ 
ductions, including his recent hit The Red 
Shoes, and enjoyed the charm, wit and 
excellence David Bintley has brought to 
Birmingham’s repertoire. 

But there is one thing that I don’t like 
about ballet. There is, thankfully a minor¬ 
ity, but ever present, an element in the 
ballet audience who seem to resent the 
rest of the audience.

Family ensures brave 
Lolly's legacy lives on

A TEENAGER who died after 
a life-long battle with asthma 
is leaving a legacy across the 
region. 

Lauren Wilkinson, aged 17, 
from Darlaston, who was better 
known by her nickname Lolly, 
died on January 16. 

She had battled disease from the age 
of three months and was placed in a 
coma after suffering a severe asthma 
attack in 2014. 

She recovered but suffered a further 
fatal attack earlier this year. Lolly’s 
family are determined to ensure her 
legacy lives on - and that has already 
started after the Grace Academy stu¬ 
dent agreed to be on organ donor. 

Her heart, kidneys and liver were 
have all been donated to transplant 
patients, with Lolly’s family receiving 
a letter informing them that her or¬ 
gans had already saved lives. 

Saved 

A fund set up in her honour has 
raised more than £2,200 for Walsall 
Manor’s Paediatric Ward while the 
new grandstand at Darlaston Town 
1874 FC, the club where she volun¬ 
teered, has been named the Lauren 
‘Lolly’ Wilkinson stand in her honour. 

Her sister, Nicola Waite, also from 
Darlaston, said: “She was very humor¬ 
ous, very funny and really sentimen¬ 
tal. She kept boxes of bus tickets and 
gig tickets, she loved her music. She 
was just one of a kind. 

“There are no words to describe her 
death really, each day is horrific. 

“It is like waking up every day and 
for the first few seconds it is normal, 
but then it hits you. It is still really 
raw and painful.” Speaking about Lol¬ 
ly’s organ donation, Ms Waite added: 
“The only thing that keeps the family 
going is that she has saved other peo¬ 
ple’s lives with her organs. 

“We have had a letter that has come 


from the family donor organ network 
to say what organs have been donated. 

“The letter also said she has been 
able to save lives. We did not give 
them permission for the eyes and ob¬ 
viously they did not take the lungs but 
everything else has been salvaged.” 

Lolly’s family, who all enjoyed a trip 
Venice last year with friends, are look¬ 
ing to raise money for Walsall Manor’s 
Paediatric Ward, where she would 
spend time two to three times a year. 

Ms Waite said: “It is only right we 
give something back to them.” A Just- 
giving page has been set up in Lolly’s 


memory. Walsall Council also held a 
bake sale on the day of the funeral. 

A northern soul and motown event 
by the In Crowd is being held at MPV 
in Walsall on March 4, while a charity 
football match at Darlaston Town is 
also in the process of being arranged. 

“People have been really generous 
with their donations, I cannot think 
them enough,” added Ms Waite. 

“Lolly always said it would be the 
worst thing to fade into oblivion when 
she died but that is not happening. She 
has touched so many people and it is 
great to know she has got her wish.”

university 

SPECIALIST police officers 
from around the country 
met in the West Midlands to 
discuss how to tackle gangs 
and violence on the region’s 
streets. The event hosted by 
West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
David Jamieson was held at 
Aston University. 

The summit informed 
delegates of the work so far 
by the PCC’s commission 
on gangs and violence, as 
well as sharing best practice 
from around the country 
and assessing the impact 
of gang culture in the West 
Midlands. 

Assistant Police and 
Crime Commissioner Ash¬ 
ley Bertie, who chaired the 
event, said: “This was a 
hugely successful event that 
took an in-depth look into 
the complicated issues sur¬ 
rounding street gangs. 

“It explored how we can 
build stronger community 
links, developing a mul¬ 
ti-agency action plan and 
what is currently working 
in terms of interventions 
and diversions.” 


Colleges merger in 
the offing as part 
of cost-cutting bid 


TWO Walsall colleges could join 
forces in a move to reduce costs, 
it has been revealed. 

The Department for Education 
(DfE) has recommended Walsall Col¬ 
lege and Walsall Adult Community 
College (WACC) should explore a part¬ 
nership to ‘reduce overlap’, share ser¬ 
vices and slash costs. 

The proposal has been revealed by the 
Black Country Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship LEP. It is unclear if jobs will be im¬ 
pacted. It comes as WACC is in the process 
of becoming independent from Walsall 
Council due to Government cuts in the 
authority’s funding - a move which bosses 
said at the time would help safeguard its 
future. The establishment caters for 5,000 
students and employs around 150 people 
across its two sites in Hawbush Road, Lea- 
more, and Whitehall Centre, Caldmore. 

The DfE’s report which has been pub¬ 


lished by the Black Country LEP said: 
“Walsall Adult and Community College 
(WACC) is an Ofsted outstanding provider 
that is only two miles away from Walsall 
College and offers a broad range of com¬ 
munity provision and some apprenticeship 
learning. 

“It is in the process of becoming stand¬ 
alone from Walsall Council by 2017. Initial 
financial assessments of the college have 
already been made.” 

As reported last year the Government 
had already advised Walsall College merge 
with South Staffordshire College to form 
a single entity. That proposal is also likely 
to see job affected with the DfE stating the 
benefits will see rationalisation of ‘back of¬ 
fice and other services’. The purpose of the 
reviews is to put colleges on a stronger fi¬ 
nancial footing whilst also enabling them to 
better meet the economic and educational 
needs of students and employers for the 
long term, the DfE said.

A WALSALL sign making shop has 
been left gutted after a cannabis facto¬ 
ry caught fire above the shop. 

Affordable Signs, on High Street in 
Walsall Wood, has been ruined with 
the owner left to count the cost of 
thousands of pounds worth of damage 
after a fire in the above flat. 

The fire took hold late on Saturday 
February 11, and although it did not 
spread downstairs, the ceiling has 
come down and there has been exten¬ 
sive water damage to the shop and its 


machinery. Jamie McMahon, aged 42, 
from Cannock, who runs Affordable 
Signs, said: “The shop has been com¬ 
pletely devastated. All the machines 
are ruined because of the ceiling and 
water damage. They have had to rip 
the ceiling down. We have salvaged 
what we can but a lot has been ruined. 

“I am devastated. I found out about 
it when I was having a meal and some¬ 
one phoned me to say my shop was on 
fire. I cannot do any work. 

“The damage will be in the thou¬ 


sands. It has got to be rewired, new 
ceiling, new flooring and lots of things 
really. There will be hidden things on 
top of that as well. It is not going to 
be cheap.” 

Mr McMahon has already made 
contingency plans however and is 
hoping to temporarily operate from a 
new unit. West Midlands Police are 
investigating Saturday night’s fire. 
They attended the property just be¬ 
fore 11.30pm and found 15 cannabis 
plants. No one had yet been arrested.

Mr 
Lemm said: “When you felt down he’d 
smile at you and spur you on.” 

To create publicity the couple 
started a competition on Facebook for 
people to turn their name into a dish 
with the top five winning a place on 
their menu. 

Their dishes now include a ‘Dick- 
ie-bun burger’ named after their 
friend Richard and an ‘Ethan mess.’

WALSALL MP David Winnick has 
backed under-fire Commons Speaker 
John Bercow after calls were made 
claiming he should stand down.

Norman turned down chance to be 
part of history as bomb is dropped 



Britain’s first hydrogen bomb explodes on Christmas Island 


SUN, sea, sand - apart from the 
small matter of a nuclear explo¬ 
sion or two, it was a free holiday 
of a lifetime. 

But 60 years ago this month Norman 
Powell, then of Oldbury, turned down 
the invitation to take a trip to an exot¬ 
ic and remote island, and so missed the 
chance to witness history - the detona¬ 
tion of Britain’s first hydrogen bomb. 

He preferred not to go as he was court¬ 
ing and, as he went on to marry that young 
lady, it was a decision which changed the 
course of his life. 

Standing at the RAF Museum at Cosford 
in the shadow of the very Vickers Valiant 
bomber which had a significant part in his 
tale, Norman, aged 79 reflects on his fate¬ 
ful choice. I was living then at Thompson 
Road at Langley in Oldbury, and served 18 
months of my National Service in 49 Squad¬ 
ron at RAF Wittering in Cambridgeshire. 

“At that time 49 Squadron had been as-

signed to the task of testing the nuclear hy¬ 
drogen bomb over the middle of the Pacific 
Ocean in the spring of 1957. 

“The operation was, of course, very hush- 
hush and us lower ranks were kept com¬ 
pletely in the dark about the details of the 
operation. 

Courting 

“In the February of that year a number of 
us young National Servicemen were asked 
if we would like to be flown to Christmas Is¬ 
land to witness the detonation of the bomb. 

“We were informed that we would not 
have anything to do out there but lounge 
around in the sun, sea and sand. 

“I declined to volunteer because I was 
courting a local village girl at that time - 
she’s now my wife of 58 years - and I must 
say I am glad I didn’t because numerous 


witnesses consequently suffered illnesses 
related to radiation in their later years.” 

“The nuclear bomb was dropped from 
a Vickers Valiant piloted by Wing Com¬ 
mander Kenneth Hubbard who was our 
commanding officer at RAF Wittering at 
that time.” It is this same Valiant which is 
displayed in the National Cold War Exhibi¬ 
tion at the museum with the names of the 
crew and 49 Squadron’s badge on the side 
of the fuselage. 

Norman, now living in Bucknell, Shrop¬ 
shire had worked in the workshop at the 
base, and not on the aircraft, but was able 
to observe the V-bombers’ comings and go¬ 
ings as they went on rolling patrols to be on 
constant readiness with Britain’s nuclear 
deterrent. 

Britain’s first hydrogen bomb was 
dropped by the Valiant south of Christmas 
Island in May 1957 and there followed a se¬ 
ries of other atomic tests. Its flying career 
ended in December 1964 when all Valiants 
were grounded because of structural prob¬ 
lems. It came to Cosford in 2005.

Duo find they have 
one final case to solve 


t’s the beginning of the end... 

Once this, the third series of 
Broadchurch, reaches its 
conclusion, there will be no more. 

The show’s writer and creator, Chris 
Chibnall, is off to pastures new, to 
take over as showrunner of Doctor 
Who, while the stars are... well, who 
knows? But one thing is for sure - all 
of them are bound to be in demand. 

“When Chris Chibnall first sent me 
the script for the opening episode of 
Broadchurch six years ago, I was 
struck by one defining element,” 
claims executive producer Jane 
Featherstone. “I loved the characters, 

I loved the beauty of the world, I 
loved the powerful whodunit narrative, 
but above all I loved the way it 
explored a small-town community in 
such depth. 

“Chris’ intention was always to 
inhabit a space which meant we 
could stay with our characters and 
our town after the crime has 
happened, to really examine the long¬ 
term effects of a tragic incident on a 
community. Our characters had lives 
before we joined them and they will 


continue to exist after we have gone.” 

The final run begins three years on 
from the events of the previous 
series, and five years from when we 
first met the residents. 

“There is a bold new crime 
story which forces us to ask 
whether the town has a crack 
running through it caused by Danny 
Latimer’s death; is this new crime 
somehow the long-term legacy of that 
dark moment?” says Featherstone. 
“Our central characters must contend 
with this possibility as they battle to 
make hope, friendship and love 
triumph over fear and suspicion, as a 
host of new suspects present 
themselves. 

‘The great privilege of long-form 
storytelling is building a meaningful 
relationship between our characters 
and the audience and I am excited for 
the audience to see how Ellie, Hardy 
and the Latimers have fared in the 
last few years.

City of culture, canals and Currywurst 


IT was like stepping into a movie 
set. Tall, red brick-buildings lined 
the old canals. The district, once 
a thriving hub of activity, was 
now eerily quiet except for the 
faint echoes that bounced off the 
walls. 

We were walking through the Speicher¬ 
stadt, or the ‘Old Warehouse City’, a UNE¬ 
SCO World Heritage Site. 

A castle-like restaurant awaited us sev¬ 
eral hundred yards away where we were to 
have lunch. It was sat on one of the bridges 
crossing the canal. 

I had a Currywurst - a steamed (then 
fried) sausage topped off with a spicy 
ketchup and curry powder. It was an inter¬ 
esting combination. 

The Restaurant, called Wasserschloss, 
proved a great setting to take in the sur¬ 
roundings. We were perched up on tables 
on an outside deck. I could make out cranes 
spaced out along the copper roof tops - 
which were used for winching up cargo into 
the warehouses for storage. 

“The storage companies moved out about 


Hamburg, Germany 


25 years ago,” my tour guide Paul Klein 
said. “And modern companies moved in 
for office space.” It was one of Hamburg’s 
many distinctive districts. The Speicher¬ 
stadt was built in the late 19th and early 
20th century, with its buildings and archi¬ 
tecture unique to Hamburg. 

Around the corner was a newly-opened 
coffee museum, which housed all informa¬ 
tion and equipment about coffee. Coffee 
is important in Hamburg’s history. Coffee 
was one of the main commodities stored in 
the warehouses, alongside others such as 
tea and carpet, which is why the museum 
had opened up in the Speicherstadt. 

Wunderland 

Also close by was ‘Miniatur Wunder¬ 
land’ - the largest model railway in the 
world. Exhibitions spanning multiple floors 
displayed tiny replicas of cities across the 
world - including Las Vegas and, of course, 
Hamburg. 

And the settings of the exhibitions would 


change from day to night every few min¬ 
utes, which gave an added authentic touch. 

Hamburg has many tales, spread out 
across districts of different time periods. 
Each one with a unique appearance and 
vibe. 

The city was bombed heavily during the 
Second World War, so a lot of re-develop- 
ment has taken place. This includes the 
overdue 800 million Euro symphony hall 
due to open this year, called the Elbphil¬ 
harmonie. 

A few blocks away from the Speicherstadt 
was St Pauli - a district in total contrast to 
the sleepy warehouse area. It is well known 
for its entertainment and night-life. Parts 
of it were not family friendly. 

It was the old stomping ground of The 
Beatles in the 1960s, which is still cele¬ 
brated today. It is also home to one of Eu¬ 
rope’s largest legal red light districts. 

We were taken through the colourful 
streets by musician Stefanie Hempel. She 
showed us the venues that The Beatles once 
played, whilst performing their hit-songs. 
“The Beatles got their trademark haircut 
whilst in Hamburg.” she said, adopting the 
style of German art students. 


The waterways of Hamburg are impor¬ 
tant part of life in the city. The canals run 
to the River Elbe, and restaurants will often 
serve up fish on their menus, including 
fresh water shrimps. 

The Ratsheern Brewery, located in St 
Pauli, offered great beer, which could be 
sampled on tours of the brewery. The over¬ 
ground and underground train lines made 
navigating the city easy. 

I stayed at the Hotel Reichshof during 
my trip, located right across the road from 
Hamburg’s central train station, Haupt- 
bahnhof. It was a traditional hotel across 
six storeys with a restaurant, bar, and 
sports and spa facilities. 

After five days experiencing the city, I 
found Hamburg a warm city with real char¬ 
acter, culture and authenticity. 

Each district offered something different 
- shopping, history, art, museums and en¬ 
tertainment. 

Hamburg would make an enjoyable geta¬ 
way trip for a city break, whatever time of 
year, where you can find a genuine look into 
modern Germany.

Revving up for a full 
season of race thrills 


Goal-line technology 
'would be welcome' 


Rutter set to power 
back on electric bike 


WITH testing in full swing and motorbikes being fine tuned before the sea¬ 
son opener, it’s time to have a look at our region’s top club racers. 

From the ultra-competitive Thundersport GB, to endurance racing, Dar- 
ley Moor championships and the road racing scene, there’s plenty to keep 
fans occupied over the spring and summer months, right into autumn. 

Pete Wright, aged 51, from Tividale, and team-mate Martyn Silviter, 42, 
from Blackheath, have just returned from testing in Spain. 

The Black Country pair, who compete under the double22-two racing 
banner, will be back in the No Limit Racing Endurance Cup this year, 
but will move up to 600cc after dominating the clubman class during their 
debut season in 2016. 

Lloyd Shelley, 33, from Burntwood, will be returning to the Darley Moor 
this year - but his focus will be a first stint in the Thundersport GB Elite 
Class series on his Triumph 675. 

Neil Lloyd, 46, from Wednesbury, will be back on board his Honda 
RVF400 this year. After finishing runner-up in two classes at the Darley 
Moor Club Championships in 2016 he will return to the series - but his 
main focus will be his first shot at road racing. 


STAFFORDSHIRE’S former Premier League referee Alan Wiley has wel¬ 
comed the news that goal-line technology may be introduced in the Cham¬ 
pionship from next season. 

The 56-year-old, from Burntwood, refereed in England’s top flight from 
1999-2010 and is pleased that EFL bosses have agreed - in principle - that 
the second tier shall follow the lead set by the Premier League. 

“It’s excellent news,” said Wiley about the possibility of the Hawk-eye 
system being introduced in the Championship. Anything that helps make 
the right decision. It’s been very positive in the top division and it’ll work 
in the Championship. 

“It’s a proven system. Once a decision is made - it’s goal or no goal - 
there’s no questioning.Teams work all week to score goals and stop conced¬ 
ing goals so we need something proving it one way or the other.” 

As to whether the law could be spread to Leagues One and Two, he added: 
“It would be good if we could but I think it’s ultimately down to costs.” 

Video assistance for officials has also been muted, and while Wiley be¬ 
lieves help would be beneficial - he doesn’t want the game to lose the 
human element. 


MICHAEL RUTTER could be back competing in all seven Isle of Man TT 
races after revealing plans to test out a new electric bike in America. 

The Bridgnorth star has also joined former team-mate Stephen Thomp¬ 
son, who is now running his own Thompson Plastering outfit after recover¬ 
ing from an horrific injury, to race on the island. 

Thompson was rushed to hospital after a three-bike smash at the North 
West 200, in Northern Ireland, in 2015 while racing for the Bathams team. 

He eventually lost part of his arm the following year but having felt the 
pull of the racing scene return, he is now ready to get back in the business 
of motorbikes - something Rutter was more than happy to help out with. 

“Steve had a bad crash and lost his arm. He had a few problems after the 
crash but he really missed being involved with racing,” he said. “He wanted 
to set up his own team and ours will be helping out. 

“He’ll be working with us but will have his own awning and his own 
team. “I’ll be riding a Yamaha R6 600cc under his banner for the two su¬ 
persport races.” 

Rutter will also be back competing in the Lightweight TT on a bike that 
has already brought him success. 



Ron's at the head of 
the Flowers dynasty 


Ron Flowers - one of the greatest 


HE’S one of the greatest players in the 
history of Wolverhampton Wanderers. 
And now Ron Flowers is hoping to watch 
his grandson follow in his illustrious 
footsteps after the 20-year-old signed a 
professional contract with Burnley. 

A commanding centre-half, Harry Flowers 
had been turning out for Staffordshire side 
Brocton earlier this season. But after being 
spotted by a Clarets scout, he was offered, and 
accepted, a pro deal at the Lancashire club. 

And the youngster knows his grandfather is the 
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Ron Flowers playing for England in 1959. He made 49 appearances for England

perfect role model if he ever needs advice. Born in 
Edlington, a mining village in South Yorkshire, Ron 
also had to move away to achieve his footballing am¬ 
bitions. 

He was initially spotted as a teenager by Doncas¬ 
ter Rovers before coming to the attention of Wolves 
scouts. 

But his move to the West Midlands had to wait, 
with his father Jack insisting he had to finish an ap¬ 
prenticeship with train firm LNER Locomotive before 
he left Yorkshire. 

Rescue 

Fortunately, Wolves manager Stan Cullis came 
to the rescue. He spoke to Jack and offered his son 
maximum wages for a 17-year-old, meaning that Ron 
would be earning more a week than his dad did. And 
reluctantly Jack gave in. 

But more disruption was just around the corner. 
The following year, Ron was called up for National 
Service. 

Applying to the RAF, he completed his initial train¬ 
ing at Hednesford followed by a posting to Cosford. 

It was during the six weeks of training that Ron 
made his first-team debut for Wolves against Black¬ 
pool. 

And while the Molineux men lost, Ron marked the 
occasion with a goal. 

A terrific athlete and fine passer of the ball, Flow¬ 
ers went on to establish himself in the Wolves side 
for the next 15 years, playing at either wing-half or 
centre-half. 

And it was his partnership with Peter Broadbent 
that formed the bedrock of the Wolves teams that 


won the League Championship in 1954, 1958 and 
1959, as well as the FA Cup in 1960. 

In total, Flowers made 512 appearances for the 
club between 1952 and 1967, scoring 37 goals - 
putting him sixth in the club’s all-time list of ap¬ 
pearance makers. 

His form in gold and black also allowed him to 
shine on the international stage. 

In 49 appearances for England, Flowers scored 
10 goals and played in the 1962 World Cup. He was 
also part of Sir Alf Ramsey’s squad that famously 
won the competition in 1966. 

Flowers didn’t kick a ball in anger during that 
tournament. But there is no doubt he still played 
his part. 

Flowers suspected then, as he still does now, that 
he was included in Alf Ramsey’s 22-man squad for 
the finals for a specific reason. 

The oldest member of the group, he was there to 
set an example. 

Standby 

“I was there to do a job,” he said in an exclusive 
interview with our sister daily the Express & Star. 

“As far as I had been concerned, my England ca¬ 
reer was finished. 

“I hadn’t been expecting the call.” 

Flowers also came a whisker away from playing 
in the biggest game in English football. Before the 
final in 1966, Jack Charlton had told Ramsey he 
was struggling with a cold. And that prompted the 
boss to put Flowers on stand-by. 

“The message was, be ready,” explains Flowers. 

“It was not, as you might expect however, the 
cause of any nerves, or indeed a restless night. It 
didn’t make any difference to my thinking. 

“I knew whatever he might have come down 
with, he would play. 

“Do you really think Jack Charlton was going 
to miss out on the World Cup final because of a 
cold? It would have needed to have been one heck 
of a cold.” 

After retiring from professional football Ron 
opened his shop Ron Flowers Sports in Queen 
Street, Wolverhampton. 

Today it is run by his son, and Harry’s dad, 
Glenn.
